Kan.,j 
with the present shop- employes on 
the Santa Fe system, virtually elim­ 
inates all possibility of the Santa Fe 
becoming a party to the present strike 
settlement being affected with some 
roads, S. C. Kirkpatrick, assistant to 
the general manager of the G., C. ft j 
S. F. Ry., said Friday. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick returned tMs morn­ 
ing from Chicago, where he attended 
a hearing of several individual cases 
before the United States Labor Board. 
He was in Chicago while the present 
settlements were in their incipVncy. 
"A settlement with the employes 
out on strike would conflict with the 
present agreement 
into 
which 
we 
have entered,” Mr. Kirkpatrick said. 
"The new agreement affects 15,000 
men on the Santa Fe system, new em-1 
ployes ad those who failed to go out 
on strike, which Is 90 per cent of the 
normal force.
